Defenders of the Christian Faith, 


HE AposTLe Paut prescribes an 

antidote for worry when he wrote, 
“Be careful for nothing; but in every 
thing by prayer and supplication 
with thanksgiving let your requests 
be made known unto God. And the 
peace of God, which passeth all un- 
derstanding, shall keep your hearts 
and minds through Christ Jesus.” 

Isn’t it true that the greatest bur- 
dens of worry are most often the cre- 
ations of your own imagination? 
Don’t you suffer a great deal from 
crossing over bridges to which you 
will never come? Isn’t it also true 
that to worry about what tomorrow 
may bring is evidence of a lack of 
faith and trust in the promises of 
God? 

Worry, if indulged, will haunt you 
through the night hours, endanger 
your health, grieve the Holy Spirit 
and render the Word of God ineffec- 
tive through unbelief. And it will 
solve no problems. 

This is a vital matter in the lives 
of believers today, especially as the 
crisis over Berlin intensifies and war 
hysteria and fear grip the | of 
people. I heard one man say, “I don't 
worry about this for myself. It’s my 
little children I’m thinking of.” 


Paul assures you that nothing can 
limit or circumscribe the ability of 
God in your behalf when the “law 
of faith” is operative in your heart 
and life. The promises of God are 
greater than all your circumstances. 
But you must believe these promises; 
you must act on them; you must al- 
low them to undergird you in the 
hour of trouble. 

The same Holy Book that declares 
that Christ was “wounded for our 
transgressions,” also declares, “He 
hath borne our griefs, and carried our 
sorrows.” Since He has done that,

you can look to Him to carry your 
sorrow and grief just as you look to 
Him to carry your sins. 

Whether your sorrows and griefs 
are real through unhappy circum- 
stances of life or whether they are 
the figment of your imagination, you 
can lay them at the feet of Jesus and 
trust Him to see you through 
with the assurance that in His hands 
“All things work together for good 
to them that love God, to them who 
are the called according to His pur- 
pose.” 


OMEONE ONCE WROTE that there 
are two days in the week upon

“Yesterday,” he wrote, “with all 
its cares and frets, with all its pains 
and aches, all its faults, its mistakes 
and blunders, has passed forever be- 
yond the reach of my recall.

MY EXPERIENCES 
WITH A 
KLEPTOMANIAC 


WOULD NEVER have dreamed he 

was a thief! Our acquaintance had 
all been so friendly and casual. It 
started one evening at my front door. 
It was a Tuesday in August. “An 
entertainer turned salesman,” was 
his smiling approach to me. But I 
was not one to be taken off my guard 
so easily. I prodded him about his 
background. “Who are you with?” 
I asked. It came out that he had ties 
with several of the largest distilleries. 
He also had an account with a pros- 
perous tobacco company. “At pres- 
ent,” he continued “I’m an agent for 
a leading national magazine.” 


So I let him come into the living 
room and listened to him for a couple 
of hours. On learning of his con- 
nections, I took pains to tell him of 
my Christian faith and love for 
Christ. 

“There is no place in my life for 
such things as liquor or tobacco,” I 
told him deliberately. “As a Chris- 
tian, my body is the temple of the 
Holy Spirit.” I was sure these words 
would bother or affront him. But no, 
he was totally undisturbed by my con- 
victions. He would hold his views, 
I could hold mine. This status quo 
was to mark all our subsequent dis- 
cussions.

In a light-hearted moment he slip- 
ped off on an off-color story. I was 
quick to inform him such things did 
not go in my home. In fact, I cut 
him off sharply. 

As you may imagine, I had reser- 
vations on the truth of many of his 
stories. Still, I must admit his exper- 
iences often excited me. After having 
an interesting evening together I in- 
vited him to come back the following 
night. “I may have a helpful influence 
on him,” was my naive hope. 


It took my wife’s words to remind 
me that his return visit conflicted 
with our church Midweek Prayer 
Meeting. “I should attend,” I con- 
fessed, “but I must stand by the in- 
vitation I have given this friend.” I 
shared with her some of the things he 
had said to me. Well, to put it light- 
ly, she was reluctant to accept him. 
“IT just don’t trust him,” she would 
say. She grew steadily more con- 
cerned as he took up more and more 
of our family life. 

My entire day was boring in com- 
parison with my evenings with this 
character. He had an imagination 
that was captivating. I would sit and 
laugh myself sick at all his crazy ex- 
periences. There were other times 


that my hair would stand on end. 
His scrapes with the FBI and the law 
were absolutely breath-taking. 


If his stories were true, he was also 
an “extra” in motion pictures. But he 
couldn’t talk about this without in- 
cluding sex. This forced me to cut 
him off time and time again. 


HEN HE BEGAN to affect my teen- 

age son Charles and my nine year 
old daughter, Eloise. They just could- 
n't wait to catch his latest quip or 
some hair-raising tale. They would 
have stayed up all hours if we had 
allowed it. All this distraction was 
hurting their studies and did their 
health little good. I began to WorTy 
about this fellow’s presence in our 
home. 

And then it came. The “straw that 
broke the camel's back.” One day 
several of my best books turned up 
missing. I searched in vain for them. 
“This fellow may be something of 
a thief,” I concluded. “If he is,” I 
continued, “who can tell what else 
he’s taken from us?” 

It all looked very suspicious. The 
next day I was so wrought up about 
it I decided to check on him next 
door. Sure enough, he had taken 
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things there too. I was amazed by 
his subtle maneuvers. They certain- 
ly confirmed my wife's original point 
of view. 

In one home he had entered as a 
religious teacher. “He has revealed 
the truth of our modern cults,” they 
said. Another neighbor, a salesman 
down the block knew him as an efh- 
ciency expert. “He’s showing me the 
latest gimmicks,” he called after me. 
“The sort of thing a successful sales- 
man can put to use.” He certainly has 
a lot of ways of getting in,” I con- 
cluded. 

To all of these people I suggested 
a check of their belongings. Most of 
them found something missing. At 
one friend’s home I noticed no more 
Christian magazines. In another the 
Bible had disappeared. I was sur- 
prised to hear that their Sunday and 
Mid-week church service time was 
spent with this fellow. As I left this 
house the husband. told me their fam- 
ily altar was missing too. 

A few days later I met this fellow 
entertaining at a neighbor’s. He paid 
scant attention to me and I was glad 
for it. I had come to talk with their 
teen-age daughter about her faith in 
Christ. Well, this fellow monopo- 
lized the whole evening’s conversa- 
tion. He stole all serious thinking 
from her mind and heart. I was sick 
about it. Finally, I just had to say a 
word to the girl’s mother about this 
lack of courtesy. “Oh,” she exclaim- 
ed, “It’s that way all the time.” I 
found also that she had a five-year-old 
boy who was emotionally mal-adjust- 
ed from loss of sleep; all from this 
fellow’s visits. I walked home deeply 
concerned about what I might do. 


T LONG LAST I realized my visitor 

was afflicted with kleptomania. 
Like an inveterate thief, he had stolen 
my books, magazines and time. But 
the chief things missing were my 
close friendship with Christ and the 
evenings spent in talking with my 
friends and family. I’m sure that 
others are having similar experiences. 

Some have lost things of real value, 
not trifles, but precious family things 
they once enjoyed together. Spirit- 
ual, social and intellectual experi- 
ences have beer: taken from them, 
replaced by only a moment's crack- 
pot amusement. 

This fellow is not at our home 
now. Though, if I could keep him 
in his place, he would be quite harm- 
less to have around. Kleptomaniacs 
are not always deliberately bad. Even 
this one might profitably drop in with 
his tidbits of news and a light word 
or two. But you must keep your eyes 
open, or such a person will contin- 
ually steal things from you. 

I still see him now and then at 
my neighbor's. And he still keeps 
them laughing or excited hour after 
hour. I’ve been trying to recall his 
name so you will be alerted about 
him and his many subtle methods. 
It escapes me, and I’m not sure now 
that he gave it. But I will never for- 
get his initials. They were “T.V.” 

I wonder: what T.V. has robbed 
from you. Time? Devotions? Good 
reading? Wholesome conversation? 
Church attendance? Check your list 
— and see! You may be very sur- 
prised at what you'll find missing!

A colorful career and 
lucrative rewards are not 
enough when life’s storms 
beat hard 


EADLINES CURRENTLY proclaim it. 
Editors, columnist and magazine 
writers give convincing commentary 
on Jesus’ parable showing that a 
house built upon the sand must fall. 
The recent death of writer Ernest 
Hemingway is a sad but provocative 
illustration of the fact that a zest 
for living, a colorful, adventure-filled 
career bringing lucrative rewards and 
world-acclaim is not enough when 
life’s storms beat hard. 


Hemingway, some authorities de- 
clare, was the greatest American 
writer of this century. Others say 
there has been none greater since the 
days of Lord Byron. His “Old Man 
and the Sea” brought him the Nobel 


Prize, literature’s coveted award. 


His terse, unadorned, yet sharp, 
lucid style has influenced perhaps, 
permanently, English literary forms. 
And he lived to enjoy the material 
affluence that came from the practice 
of his skilled craftsmanship. 


rNEST HEmincway’s personal phi- 
losophy, however, must be re- 
corded in more somber hues. He was 
a profound pessimist. A hopeless 
fatalist. Life, he said, was “just a 
dirty trick,” a short journey from 
nothingness to nothingness. 


“There is no remedy” he once 
wrote, “for anything in life.” Man’s 
destiny on the universe, he described, 
as a colony of ants on a burning log. 


A universal moral code was non- 
existent so far as Hemingway was 


concerned. ‘The principles which 
overned his behavior are suggested 
- words which he put into the 
mouth of one of his characters who 
said, “I was always embarrassed by 
the words sacred, glorious, and sac- 
rifice ... I had seen nothing sacred 
and things that were glorious had 
no glory and the sacrifices were like 
the stockyards at Chicago if nothing 
was done with the meat except bury 
i.” 4 

Finally, in recent months when 
beaten upon by humiliating sickness, 
by sorrow, by depression, Heming- 
way gruesomely destroyed himself. 
Without sustaining faith in God, 
without hope of heaven, the poor 
famous man was overcome by the 
storm’s buffetings. His house built 
upon sand fell, and great was its fall. 
The same storms will beat against all. 
There is need to build upon Christ, 
the eternal Rock — upon Him who 
taught that life’s purpose is not self- 
ishly to get and to hold, but to be 
and unselfishly to give. — Armor D.

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HE CONCEPT OF spirituality varies 

among different Christian groups. 
In some circles the highly vocal per- 
son who talks religion continually 
is thought to be very ’ spiritual: others 
accept noisy exuberance as a mark 
of spirituality, and in some churches 
the man who prays first, longest 
and loudest gets a reputation for 
being the most spiritual man in the 
assembly. 

Now a vigorous testimony, fre- 
quent prayers and loud praise may 
be entirely consistent with spiritual- 
ity, but it is important that we under- 
stand that they do not in themselves 
constitute it nor prove that it is 
present. 

True spirituality manifests itself 
in certain dominant desires. These 
are ever-present, deep-settled wants 
sufficiently powerful to motivate and 
control the life. 

First is the desire to be holy rather 
than happy. The yearning after hap- 
piness found so w idely among Chris 
tlans professing a superior degree of 
sanctity is sufficient proof that such 
sanctity is not indeed present. The 
truly spiritual man knows that God 
will give abundance of joy in His 
own time, after we have become able 
to receive it without injury to our 
souls, but he does not demand it at 
once. 

John Wesley said of the members 
of one of the early Methodist socie- 
ties that he doubted that they had 
been made perfect in love because 
they came to church to enjoy religion 
instead of to learn how they could 
become holy. 

MAN MAY BE considered spirit: 
ual when he wants to see the 
honor of God advanced through his 
life even if it means that he himself 


must suffer temporary dishonor or 
loss. 

Such a man prays, “Hallowed be 
Thy name,” and silently adds, “at 


any cost to me, Lord.” He lives for 
God’s honor by a kind of spiritual 
reflex. Every choice involving the 
glory of God is for him already ‘nade 
liefawe it presents itself. He does not 
need to debate the matter with his 
own heart; there is nothing to debate. 
The glory of God is necessary to him; 
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he gasps for it as a suffocating man 
gasps for air. 

The spiritual man wants to carry 
his cross. Many Christians accept 
adversity or tribulation with a sigh 
and call it their cross, forgetting that 
such things come alike to saint and 
sinner. 

The cross is that extra adversity 
that comes to us as a result of our

obedience to Christ. This cross is not 
forced upon us; we voluntarily take 
it up with full knowledge of the con- 
sequences. We choose to obey Christ 
and by so doing choose to carry the 
cross. 

Carrying a cross means to be at- 
tached to the Person of Christ, com- 
mitted to the Lordship of Christ and 
obedient to the commandments of 
Christ. The man who is so attached, 
so committed, so obedient is a spirit- 
ual man. 

GAIN, a CHRISTIAN is spiritual 

when he sees everything from 
God’s view point. The ability to weigh 


all things in the divine scale and 


place the same value upon them as 
God does is the mark of a Spirit- 
filled life. 


God looks at and through at the 
same time. His gaze does not rest on 
the surface but penetrates to the 
true meaning of things. A person 
looks at an object or a situation, but 
because he does not see through it, 
he is either elated or cast down by 
what he sees. The spiritual man is 
able to look through things as God 
looks and think of them as God 
thinks. He insists on seeing all things 
as God sees them even if it humbles 
him and exposes his ignorance to the 
point of real pain. 


Another desire of the spiritual man 
is to die right rather than to live 
wrong. A sure mark of the mature 
man of God is his nonchalance about 
living. The earth-loving, body-con- 
scious Christian looks upon death 
with numb terror in his heart; but 
as he goes on to live in the Spirit he 
heosmes increasingly indifferent to 
the number of his years here be- 
low, but increasingly “careful of the 
kind of life he lives while he is here.

An examination of the history, objectives, 


program and leaders of the NCC

Waar pors NCC mean to you? 

NCC designates the organization 
called National Council of Churches. 
In light of the mounting evidence 
of its support of and fellowship with 
left-wing elements, some have rein- 
terpreted these three initials as Not 
Concerning Christ! 

This is quite a strong allegation 
against an organization claiming to 
speak for 38,000,000 American 
Protestants in 33 different denomina- 
tions. It is based upon truth, however, 
and it is certainly time that America 
was presented with the Who. . .Why 

Wherefore... concerning _ this 
tremendously influential group. Here 
are the facts. 

Truth Concerning NCC History: 
The NCC’s predecessor was the 
Federal Council of Churches, organ- 
ized in 1908.

Wing Activity: First, let us con- 
sider the World Order Study Con- 
ference held in Cleveland, Ohio, 
November 18-21, 1958, attended by 
former undercover agent, Herbert 
Philbrick. 

Philbrick described this gather- 
ing of 600 laymen-clergymen dele- 
gates as “Moscow's Mouthpiece.” 
Of the 200 clergymen present, 106, 
or over 50%, had previous records of 
afhliation with left wing organiza- 
tions, causes and enterprises which 
followed the Communist Party line.

UST PICTURE YOURSELF, with a 

background of 33 successful years 

as journalist and author, being 

turned down by every publisher you 

approached with your life’s best pro- 
duction. What would you do? 

Lowell Limpus “must have pon- 
dered long and deeply before hitting 
upon a solution which he knew would 
ultimately outwit the book suppres- 
sors.” The solution, insinuated into 
his own obituary, was his final work. 
He knew no editor could resist the 
title, and casually mentioned that 
along with his work on the New York 
Daily Times, he had written “a half 
dozen pretty fair books, and one good 
one exposing pacifism, for which | 
never found a publisher.” 

Three years after writing his 
unique life sketch, sealed and marked 
“Hold for Release,” Lowell Limpus 
died, and it was widely published. A 
friend of years, Colonel Victor J. Fox, 
finally obtained the manuscript of the 
book and three years later ... nine 
years after it was written, it came 
from the press. Its message is more 
vital today than it was then! Colonel 
Fox illustrated the jacket with a hid- 
eous skull and the caption, “A Mes- 
sage from the Grave.”

It shows whole armies of 
American soldiers running like rab- 
bits before a handful of invaders. It 
is full of horrible happenings that are 
generally omitted from our history 
books.” 

Because proof is needed for these 
statements, and proof often becomes 
so bulky it overwhelms the story and 
the reader loses track — Mr. Limpus 
wrote the book in two parts. The 
first simply tells the story. ‘The second 
presents the proof. Through years 
of painstaking research involving 82 
different resources he separated the 
story from the great masss of histori- 
cal details upon which it is based. 
Each part contains eleven chapters. 
The data proving statements made in 
Part I are given in corresponding 
chapters of Part II. Additional statis- 
tics are found in the eleven appen- 
dices. 

Since one of the problems facing 
the new administration is that of dis- 
armament, every American citizen 
should be alerted to this immediate 
danger. Mr. Limpus has rendered a 
great service in this colossal work of 
sifting vital details from the mass of 
historical facts, and presenting them

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Reaching Guatemalan Indians 
for Jesus Christ 


A great number of primitive people 


in Central America have never been evangelized

EFENDER CuHurisTIANs in Guate- 
mala seek to reach all kinds of 
people for Christ. 
Our country has 
population. Out of four million who 
inhabit Guatemala, 60 per cent ol 
them are of Indian descent. There 
is a large percentage of aborigines 
located in all parts of the country 
who have never been evangelized. 
There are over 20 different groups, 
all descended from the Mayan tribes 
of ancient times. They cling to the 
ways of their ancestors, who lived 
there before Columbus found the 
New World. The rest of the people 
are nearly all of mixed Spanish and 
Indian blood, called ladinos. 
All but a very few of the people 
are poor and work hard for low 
wages. Poverty and unsanitary con

ditions prevail. 
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The Indian tribes speak various 
dialects — a block. To 
reach them for Christ, we would 
need to learn the dialects.

On the other hand, we do have 


3ibles or Bible portions in most of 


these tongues. But even at that, it 
would be necessary for a Christian 
worker who distributes the literature 
to know the language. 

We believe it is important to train 
people to work among the Indians. 
Indian language schools are available 
and it is our hope to sponsor some of 
our best workers in these schools. 


UR PLAN TO REACH the Indian 

people of Guatemala is this: Dis- 
tribute Bible portions, pamphlets, 
tracts and other literature in their 
own tongue; send trained Christian 
workers to preach to them in their 
own language and to show gospel 
filmstrips; and broadcast the gospel 
in several of the different dialects 
from a centrally located city. 

Of course, all of this activity must 
be backed up in prayer. We must 


have the prayers and support of 
friends in the United States. 


Most of these tribes are located in 
the High Lands, where the climate 
is cold and winter comes early. 
These people have a limited culture 
and are steeped in superstition. ‘They 
live off the land and are very poor. 
Most of them have never owned a 
pair of shoes in their lives. Living 
conditions among them are substand- 
ard. 

It is a difficult task... but it can 
be done. The gospel of Jesus Christ 
is able to overcome every condition. 

Accompanying this report is a 
photograph of a group of Indian con- 
verts in Comalapa Town descending 
into the water to be baptised. Yes... 
the gospel makes “new creatures” out 
of the most primitive people. 
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TITUS: A COMPETENT PASTOR

KEY WORD: Pastor 

The word pastor, derived from the 
Latin pascere, meaning “to feed,” was 
used interchangeably with “overseer,” 
“bishop,” “elder.” 

Each local congregation had a plu- 
ral number of these men who were 
the spiritual shepherds of the mem- 
bership — the educational directors 
of the church — men who themselves 
were concrete examples of true Chris- 
tian living. 

Peter indicates that the duties of 
an elder are to “Feed the flock of 
God which is among you, taking the 
oversight thereof, not by constraint, 
but willingly; not for filthy lucre, but 
of a ready mind; Neither as being 
lords over God’s heritage, but being 
ensamples to the flock. And when 
the chief Shepherd shall appear, ye 
shall receive a crown of glory that 
fadeth not away.” CI Peter 5:2-3.) 

Note that the office carries no 
promise of salary, for a Christian is 
a bond-servant — a slave to his Lord. 
He is not a hireling, serving for the 
sake of pay, but for love of Christ 
and His Church. His reward exceeds 
by far any earthly wage, for it is 
sure, and it is eternal. 


KEY VERSE: Titus 2:7-8a 

“In all things shewing thyself a 
pattern of good works: in doctrine 
shewing uncorruptness, gravity, sin- 
cerity, sound speech, that cannot be 
condemned.” 

The name “Titus” means “I honor.” 
He was a Gentile convert whom 
Paul calls “Mine own son after the 
common faith,” and mentions nine 
times in II Corinthians. Study of the 
following references affords a graphic 
sketch of this noble pastor. (II Cor- 
inthians 2:13, 7:6, 13, 8:6, 16-23; 
Galatians 2:1-3; II Timothy 4:10; 
Titus). 

Titus was sent by Paul to Crete 
where the churches were disorgan- 
ized and torn by contentions. He was 
commissioned to ordain spiritually 
qualified elders in every church to be 
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true shepherds of the flock. He was 
to teach them and the church both by 
precept and example how to live the 


Christian life. 


KEY FACT: Churches need faithful 
pastors 

A study of the letters of Paul to 
the various churches convinces one 
that the church is cursed through the 
weakness of the flesh, while those 
addressed to individuals establish the 
enormous responsibility resting on 
the eldership. “For a bishop [elder, 
pastor, overseer] must be blameless, 
as the steward of God; not self-willed, 
not soon angry, not given to wine, 
no striker, not given to filthy lucre; 
But a lover of hospitality, a lover of 
good men, sober, just, holy, temper- 
ate; Holding fast the faithful word 

. that he may be able by sound 
doctrine both to exhort and to con- 
vince the gainsayers.” (Titus 1:6-9.) 
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GAIUS: A CHRISTIAN LAYMAN 





KEY WORD: Gaius 

Four different men with this name 
are mentioned in the New Testament. 
Neither the identity of this one nor 
his location are known for certain, 
but that he was a true leader in his 
congregation is evident. 

He had received as brethren those 
Christians who had come to the 
church with a letter of introduction 
from the Apostle John. These were 
either evangelists of the gospel or 
refugees fleeing from Gentile perse- 
cution. In John III the Apostle high- 
ly commends him. 

A certain conceited and arrogant 
man named Diotrophes refused to 
accept John’s authority, and attempt- 
ed to throw out of the church those 
who did. Gaius stood firm, acting 
with brotherly love and hospitality, 
doing good to all. 

Because he knew that spiritual 
things were more highly esteemed by 
Gaius than the material, John was 


safe in praying “that thou mayest 
prosper and be in health, even as 
thy soul prospereth.” (III John 2.) 
He was like a wealthy Kansas ranch- 
man who was converted in a revival 
meeting and baptized at once in a 
prairie pond, wearing the clothes he 
had worn to church. Before entering 
the water he emptied his pockets, 
but returned his purse, saying, “No, 
I'll leave it in. I want it baptized, 
too!” This man was a modern-day 
Gaius. 


KEY VERSE: Ili John 11 

“Beloved, follow not that which is 
evil, but that which is good. He that 
doeth good is of God; but he that 
doeth evil hath not seen God.” 

Seldom is any church free from 
persons like Diotrophes. Just typical, 
unregenerated church members, they 
love to be pre-eminent. They man- 
age to secure a following and launch 
into church politics. If the preacher 
mentions their pet sins they start a 
campaign to oust him. 

Job’s description of his false friends 
fits them, “No doubt ye are the peo- 
ple, and wisdom will die with you.” 
Or the parable of the Pharisee who 
prayed, “God, I thank thee that I am 
not as the rest of men... I —I —I.” 
If they cannot run the church they do 
not hesitate to ruin it. Happy the 
church which has a Gaius, too! 

Only the pure in heart can see 
God. Selfishness and strife are evil. 
A true Christian will be good as well 
as do good. His life testifies that he 
has seen God! 


KEY FACT: What we do speaks 
louder than what we say 

Demetrius, probable bearer of 
John’s letter to Gaius, had proved a 
faithful follower of truth. This en- 
titled him to fellowship with apostles 
and saints of the Lord Jesus Christ. 

Some one has said, “You may not 
be what you think you are; but what 
you think, you are.” The difference 
between Diotrophes and Demetrius 
originated in the things they thought. 

Which would you rather be, a Dio- 
trophes or a Gaius? 
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HOW JESUS GREW 





KEY WORD: Grew 


There are only 20 words in Luke 
2:40, yet they offer a wealth of in- 
formation concerning a child who 

ew, and waxed strong in spirit, 
filled with wisdom: and the grace of 
God was upon him.” 

It is the description of a normal, 
healthy little boy, exceptionally bril- 
liant for His age, deeply religious in 
nature, sweet in disposition, courte- 
ous and lovable. Except for the one 
event recorded in Luke 2:41-51 we 
know nothing of the details of His 
life during the first 30 years. 

Until the age of 12, Jesus, like all 
Jewish boys, was taught at home as 
commanded by Moses in: Deuteron- 
omy 6:1-9. If He attended a rabini- 
cal school there is no record, and the 
inference is that He did not, for the 
Pharisees later asked, “How knoweth 
this man letters, having never 
learned?” (John 7:15). But His spir- 
itual growth was such that at the age 
of 12 He could astonish the learned 
doctors of the Law at the very center 
of Jewish learning, with His “under- 
standing and answers.” 


KEY VERSE: Luke 2:49 


“Wist ye not that I must be about 
my Father’s business?” Another 
translation makes it even clearer, 
“Did you not know that I must be in 
my Father's house?” 

“At least Mary should have known 
what He meant! His mother, of 
whom it is said, “she kept all these 
things and pondered them in her 
heart,” who heard the announcement 
of the angel, whose lips sang the 
Magnificat, who saw the star and 
heard the glory-song of angelic hosts, 
had searched every other place except 
His Father's house! And the next 
verse says, “But they understood not 
the saying which He spake unto 
them.’ 

One wonders at the obtuseness of 
Mary and Joseph, nevertheless they 
were good parents. Their home was 
a godly home, and the children were 
reared in the nurture and admoni- 
tion of the Lord. Under their guid- 
ance Jesus “increased in wisdom and 
stature, and in favor with God and 
man.” At 30 years of age, He was 
ready to begin His ministry. 


KEY FACT: Christians must grow 
The physical and spiritual life and 


growth are analogous. In both there 
is birth and the need for food. Jesus 
said, “Except a man be born again, 
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” 


he cannot see the kingdom of God. 
Paul speaks of “babes in Christ,” who 
had been “fed with milk, and not 
with meat.” Peter says that such new- 
born babes should “desire the sincere 
milk of the word, that ye may grow 
thereby.” Again Paul urges us to 
grow up through strong meat and 
exercise. (Hebrews 5:13-14). The 
Christian grows through study of 
the word and prayer “unto a perfect 
man, unto the measure of the stat- 
ure of Christ: that we henceforth 
be no more children.” (Ephesians 


4:13-14.)
